At the fourteenth annual meeting of the Association, at Asbury Park, a 
motion was carried that a Committee representative of the respective states be 
appointed to compile a check list of local law journals similar to the Pennsylvania 
Side Reports, the members of the Committee to send in the material for publica- 
tion in the Law Library Journal. Not finding anyone ready immediately to accept 
the Chairmanship of this Committee, the President of the Association attempted 
to carry out the spirit of the motion by sending out a questionnaire to a state or 
law librarian in each state, whether they were members of the Association or not. 
Concerning each Side Report or local journal containing cases it was requested 
that the following information be sent: (1) original title, (2) successive titles, 
(3) date of publication, (4) number of volumes published, (5) present place of 
publication, (6) publisher, (7) brief description. For the following preliminary 
list the Association is indebted to the librarians indicated after the name of each 
state. So far as practicable the items are printed in the form in which they 
were submitted, uniformity thus being sacrificed for the sake of accuracy. When 
no report was received from a state, the fact is shown by the words “no report.”

Since Dec. 10, 1914 and until Feb. 27, 1920, when 
last looked at the file there have been published from 
time to time “Official Syllabi by the Reporter of 
Opinions of the Supreme Court and Court of Ap 
peals” numbered from 1 to 265.

SHELF CLASSIFICATION OF FOREIGN LAW BOOKS 
ASSOCIATION OF THE BAR OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK 
. W. H. ALEXANDER 
Read at Asbury Park, 1919. 


When I came to the Bar Association thirteen years ago, one of the first 
things I was told was that, if a member wanted a book and we had it, it must be 
found. Many weary hours have I| spent looking for a book shelved in some tota!ly 
incongruous place, or for one of those thin ones, you know, which have the dis- 
gusting habit of lying flat under a row of heavyweights, or modestly sneaking in 
behind out of sight. Occasionally the search stretches over many days because a 
reader has accidentally slipped the book into his brief bag. Did you ever stop to 
consider how remarkable it is that a lawyer can mistake a large book like White 
on Corporations for some typewritten sheets of a brief in the Court of Appeals? 

About six years ago, Mr. Poole, with a keenness born of many years’ ex- 
perience of note writing (he can rival our honored President at that), put our 
good rule in this terse form—‘Never tell a member that you can’t find a book.” 
This was staggering, but it put us on our mettle, and the old game of patience 
went on more merrily than ever. If a reader asked for a certain elusive book 
which could not readily be found, we kept telling him, as diplomatically as pos- 
sible, that we were still looking for it. We knew that if we kept this up long 


enough, his case would either be won or thrown out of court, and we could 
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draw a breath of relief. Usually this process of evasion doesn’t work, for the 
lawyer, as you all know, is a persistent cuss, who wants what he wants when he 
wants it. His book must be produced in the shortest possible amount of time. 

This may all seem to you a far cry from the subject on which I have been 
asked to speak—‘the shelf classification of foreign law books.” But the relation 
will be quite clear if I can show you that our shelving is based on this fundamental 
idea that a book must not be lost, and must be readily found when wanted. With 
a classification scheme that has been expanded with this aim always in mind, to- 
gether with the training in successful search for books, I think I can fairly say 
that our readers get their books in a reasonable length of time in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred. 

Our scheme of classification was devised by my colleague, Mr. McDaniel, 
who would have presented this subject to you, had he not been prevented from 
doing so by a severe hospital experience from which he is making an exceptionally 
good recovery. I am sure that he would have given you a much more able 
paper than I can possibly offer. However, he wished his scheme onto me shortly 
after it was devised, probably on the old principle of trying it out on the cat, and 
I have had thirteen years’ experience in developing and applying it to a rapidly 
growing library. 

I am sorry I am not able to write about our classification from a compara- 
tive point of view, and must confess that I am entirely unfamiliar with the 
schemes followed in other libraries. I understand that the good and bad features 
of our various systems are to be brought out in the discussion which is to follow. 
I am quite sure that no scheme of classification, such as the Dewey system, for in- 
stance, can be made to apply in its entirety to any and every class of law library. 
To my mind, the ideal scheme of classification is the one which is born of the 
library’s needs, and grows with its growth. It would take a large amount of dis- 
cussion to convince me that our scheme is not the best for our particular type of 
library. It is flexible, expands readily, and is easy to remember. The books can 
be found by a page without knowledge of languages and with only the average 
amount of intelligence belonging to that trying class of individuals (once in a 
while we get an unusually good one, but he doesn’t stay very long.) 

The scheme is the usual numerical one beginning at 1 and running to 
12185. If it were to be done over again, I would have it extend to 99999 to 
make it still more flexible. I would not go beyond that number, because five 
figures are as many as can be easily remembered or can be put clearly on a book 
label. To summarize quickly, numbers 1-500 are assigned to Folios State and 
United States, 10 numbers to each; 501-8149 to Octavos State and United States, 
50 numbers to each of the states and 150 to the United States. The following 
numbers are given to the foreign collection, in which we are primarily interested. 

The arrangement of this collection is as follows: 150 numbers for France, 
with an extra number for treatises, 8150-8300; 150 numbers for Germany, also 
with an extra number for treatises 8301-8450. Here you will kindly note that 
France and Germany have the same classification as the United States and that 
the same general arrangement applies in abridged form to the states and to all 
other foreign countries and to the colonies. Roughly, this order which is followed 
throughout our entire collection consists of Reports, Digests, Session laws, Re- 
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vised Statutes, Codes, Constitutions, Miscellaneous, Local, Treatises. All our 
material falls into these nine classes and always in this same numerical order. 

Foreign countries other than France and Germany follow the German col- 
lection in alphabetical order, 25 numbers to a country, with extra numbers re- 
served for new countries not originally provided for. Our scheme as at present 
constituted allows only the numbers 8501-9999 for these countries and this is 
where the greatest expansion is needed. I would assign at least 20000 numbers 
to these countries instead of 1500 so as to provide 150 numbers for the more 
important countries instead of 25, and give ample room for the many new coun- 
tries into which Europe is to be broken up as a result of the world war. 

Great Britain and her colonies complete the scheme of foreign classification 
with numbers 10000 to 10099 for England, Ireland and Scotland, and 10100 to 
12000 for the colonies. We have a special classification for Great Britain, which 
is largely an adaptation of the scheme used for the United States, France and 
Germany. Great Britain is followed by Canada with 10 numbers for the Do- 
minion and 10 for each of the provinces. India follows with 160 numbers es- 
pecially adapted to the peculiarities of government and organization of that 
country. Australia and South Africa complete the section of larger colonies with 
10 numbers each for the Commonwealth and the Union and with 10 each for the 
various subdivisions. 

All other British colonies are arranged in one straight alphabet 10 num- 
bers to a colony with extra numbers reserved for new colonies. The classifica- 
tion for Canada, India, Australia and South Africa carried us from 10100 to 
10680. The other colonies have the numbers 10681 to 11670. Here again I 
would greatly expand, allowing at least 10000 numbers for these colonies instead 
of about a thousand. 

One exception to the general alphabetical arrangement for colonies should 
be noted. All organized groups of colonies have been shelved under the group. 
For example, Cayman Islands and Turks and Caicos Islands are shelved under 
Jamaica, Northern and Southern Nigeria under Nigeria and the various Federated 
and Unfederated Malay States under Straits Settlements. To show the flexi- 
bility of the scheme, I might call attention to the fact that all the component parts 
of the present South Africa section were formerly scattered through the alpha- 
betical group and were brought together without disrupting the classification and 
with no more labor involved than that of renumbering and rearranging the books. 

An essential feature of our scheme of classification is this—we do not put 
the shelf numbers on the catalogue cards. The numbers are for shelving pur- 
poses only and we do not find it at all necessary to number our large alphabetical 
collections, and the State, United States and English reports, including records 
and briefs. We can re-number any section of our numbered books without chang- 
ing the catalogue cards. If the catalogue entry does not readily show the locatior 
of the book, a note in parentheses is added, such as “(Shelved with Trials. )” 

This covers the ground other than the exceptions, which are many, as they 
should be in any well regulated law library. Partly for physical reasons, due to 
the arrangement of our shelves, but chiefly for the convenience of the readers, 
whole sections of books have been taken out and classed by themselves. Many 
of these have been provided for in the numbers which follow the foreign country 
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classification, such as Periodicals, Reports, State, United States and English, Di- 
gests State, United States and English, Textbooks, American and English, Pamph- 
lets, Trials and Collected American and English Cases. [| think that you will 
all agree that these are more logically brought together by classes rather than 
scattered under the various states or countries or colonies. Our other exceptions 
are largely the result of our own personal needs, and may not apply to your 
particular library, or to any other law library. We have a special collection of 
International Law, Treaties, and Arbitrations which we shelve by itself without 
regard to country. Another large group is made up of Ancient, Roman, and 
Ecclesiastical Law; another of Constitutional Law, Government, Politics, and 
History; still another of Legal History, Legal Biography, Philosophy of Law, 
and various side lights on the law, such as Penology, Wit and Humor, ete. Bar 
Associations shelve by themselves and also Law Library Catalogues. 

I have our outline scheme of classification here and also sample pages of 
our shelf-list. I shall be glad to show them to any of you who have survived the 
ordeal of this paper and are still interested. 1 am ready to answer questions to the 
limit of my capacity—that is the easy ones. You can ask Mr. Poole the difficult 
ones. He was originally credited with this paper on the program, anyway, and 
that lets me out of part of the responsibility.

SPECIAL LIBRARY CENSUS 


At a time when the government is counting up its inhabitants, the Special 
Libraries Association is enumerating the special library collections of the country, 
because there does not exist at present an adequate directory of special libraries. 

During the World War, when army camps and military centers were fur- 
nished with libraries for research and educational work, the men detailed to look 
up information for the government were hampered by the lack of a satisfactory 
list of information centers which they might call upon for emergency assistance. 
Time and again army men could have used:a directory of institutions or corpora- 
tions having special information which they would permit them to consult, had 
su@h a publication been in existence. 

Mr. Business Man, do you realize what it means not to have a directory 
of manufacturers at a time when you wish to purchase a particular machine—and 
have no other way to go about it? Your librarian is in just such a position when 
he or she is investigating a particular subject. Would it not be simpler if he or 
she knew of another library that had specialized on subjects of that type, and 
which had probably gone over the same ground. 

In the spirit of co-operation, and in order to list the special information 
sources of the country, the Special Libraries Association—the national body of 
special librarians—submits the following questions and respectfully asks you to 
take the trouble to answer them. When compiled, directory will not be used as 
a mailing list for advertisers, but merely for the purpose stated, viz., to have in a 
central place, a record of the spectal information sources of the country. 

A special library has been defined as: 


“A good working collection of information either upon a 
specific subject or field of activity; it may consist of general or 
even limited material serving the interests of a special clientele; and 
preferably in charge of a specialist trained in the use and application 
of the particular material.” 
If your library comes within the above qualifications the S. L. A. will 
appreciate the following information from you: 
(1) Name of institution or company. 
(2) Name by which library is known. 
(3) Name of librarian or custodian. 
(4) Can it be classified as any of the following: financial ; business ; 
legal; engineering or technical; institutional; municipal; ref- 
erence; agricultural. ‘. 
(5) If not, how can it be classified ? 
(6) Does it serve a special clientele? 
(7) Would your librarian be willing to assist other special libraries to a 
reasonable extent? 
The above data should be sent to Wm. F. Jacob, Chairman Library Census 
Committee, care of General Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y., who will be 
glad to answer any questions relating thereto.
